Tauno (Tony) Salomaa 


Aug. 1, 1919 - Nov. 8, 1974

Mr. Tauno T. Salomaa 

was born in Antrea, Finland, 
on Aug. 1, 1919. Tauno 
and Aira Salomaa were 
married during World War 
II in Finland and two of 
their children were born 
there. 

Tauno Salomaa and 

family came to Canada in 
1951 and since have lived 
in Edmonton for most of the 
time. Their two youngest 
children were born in 
Edmonton. 

Mr. Salomaa was a res¬ 
pected member of the 
Scandinavian and Finnish 
communities. He was a 
director in the Scandinavian 
Centre Co-op Association 
for many years and his name 
appears on the plaque which 
was erected at the Centre 
during the opening cere¬ 
monies. He worked hard for 
the Scandinavian Centre and 
also for the Finnish Society 
of which he was a member 
until his move to Kelowna, 
B.C., last year. 

Tauno Salomaa served as 
the president of the Finnish 
Society for many years.

The sense of community 
which exists in the Interlake, 
and particularly in his home¬ 
town of Gimli, a community 
to which he still feels closely 
tied, although he has been 
away for several. years, 
provides him with a base 
from which to work. 

Valgardson’s stories 
don’t just “happen”. The 
original drafts “happen” or 
are “inspired”, but then the 
hard work sets in. He takes 
his stories through twenty 
or thirty or more drafts, 
striving for the best he can 
produce. He describes him¬ 
self as a “painfully slow 
writer”, writing daily for 
at least four hours. He 
also sees himselfas an “old- 
fashioned” writer. He writes 
to communicate his emotions 
and ideas to his reading 
public. Obscurity and 
surrealism do not sit well 
with him. He obviously does 
write what seems real, as 
people have said to him about 
his stories, “When did that 
happen?” 

His characters are com¬ 
posites of many characters 
he has known. They are 
real, but not any single 
person. The characters that 
he builds are highly 
individualistic. He feels that 
people who live in isolation 
develop very strong person¬ 
alities. He is a solitary 
person, and the fishermen 
and farmers he writes about 
are also solitary people, 
living isolated lives some¬ 
times for several months 
at a time. 

Valgardson has met with 
considerable success with 
his short stories. His 
collection, Bloodflowers 
(Oberon Press, 1972) has 
gone through three printings, 
and the hardcover edition 
is sold out. He credits the 
great support from the 
Icelandic community in 
Canada for much of this 
success, although he has 
certainly been supported by 
the reading public at large. 
A second collection, God Is 
Not A Fish Inspector, has 
been accepted for publication 
by Oberon Press, and will 
be available for the 100th 
anniversary celebration of 
the Icelandic settlement in 
Canada in Gimli in the 
summer of 1975. 

The title story of his 
first collection. Blood- 
flowers, which was origin¬ 
ally published in Tamarack 
Review was selected for in¬ 
clusion in The Best 
American Short Stories 
1971, and won the Pres¬ 
ident’s Prize at the 
University of Western 
Ontario as the best Canadian 
short story of the year. He 
has won several other 
awards for his work, and his 
poetry and short stories have

He spent two glorious, 
starving years there (at one 
point Canada Council bailed 
him out from outright 
poverty) meeting many of 
the big names in American 
writing during this period.

He 
was invited by Ritsafn, the 
new book club sponsored by 
the Icelandic Society of 
Edmonton, which is develop¬ 
ing a collection of books by 
Icelanders and about Iceland, 
in an attempt to keep the 
cultural values alive. It 
also hopes to sponsor 
language lessons, and pro¬ 
vide speakers who will 
enhance the understanding 
of the culture. 

Besides telling about his 
development as a writer, 
Valgardson read two poems-, 
“My Daughter” and “Val 
Playing” and the title story 
from his next collection, God 
Is Not A Fish Inspector, 
about Fusi Bergman, retired 
fisherman, and his daily 
joust with the inspectors, 
his failing health, and his 
daughter, Emma. 

In response to questions, 
he advised aspiring writers 
to write—keep a journal or 
diary, but write daily. And 
to study the descriptive 
sciences like biology and 
anthropology in order to 
develop their ability to 
“see”. “It’s not that people 
can’t write, it’s that people 
can’t see.” 

Valgardson’s appearance 
in Edmonton was a sig¬ 
nificant event for the 
Icelanders here, and a great 
kick-off for Ritsafn, which 
is accepting donations of

Christmas 

Christmas celebrating 
begins early in Finland—on 
the last Sunday of November, 
called “Little Christmas”. 

On Christmas Eve the 
custom is for a visit to the 
sauna to precede a lavish 
meal. The main dish is 
usually a great ham. Prior 
to this, there is a dish of 
lutefisk—specially prepared 
cod served with cream sauce 
and boiled potatoes. 

Christmas morning 
dawns with church services 
at 7 a.m. Boys roam the 
countryside portraying the 
wise men of the East and 
singing Christmas songs. On 
December 26, St. Stephen’s 
Day, horse races are held 
along country roads. 

Christmas Eve and the 
25th of December are the 
big family events of the year 
in Denmark. The traditional 
Christmas Eve dinner is a 
delight. Rice porridge 
sprinkled with cinnamon and 
a piece of butter in the 
centre and raspberry juice. 
Succulent roast goose stuffed 
with apples and prunes and 
served with red cabbage and 
small potatoes. An old 
custom is the hiding of an 
almond in the rice porridge. 
Its finder will be awarded 
a prize. 

After dinner it is the 
custom for all to join hands 
and dance around the candle¬ 
lit tree singing some of the 
old Christmas hymns. Then 
comes the time for the 
brightly colored gift pack¬ 
ages to be exchanged about 
the tree.. 

Norway’s Christmas ex¬ 
tends over a period of 13 
days—from Christmas Eve 
until the “Day of the Three 
Wi se Men” on January 6. 
But the preparations start 
weeks ahead. The “Christ¬ 
mas Pig” is customary and 
every part of the animal is 
used for some traditional 
holiday dish. There are 
sausages, hams, cutlets, 
ribs and pickled feet. 

On the farms all work 
ceases at four o’clock in the 
afternoon of December 24 
when the church bells 
announce the beginning of 
the period of “Christmas 
peace”. A ham dinner is 
followed by coffee and cakes 
and as many as 14 different 
kinds of cookies. 

Early morning church 
services open the first day 
of Christmas followed by a 
family gathering. December 
26, called “Second Day

CHRISTMAS 

Christmas”, marks the part 
of the holidays when there 
is dancing, music and 
revelry. Guests bring some 
of their own Christmas 
bounty to share with their 
hosts. To end the season, 
children invite their friends 
the first week in January 
to Chrsitmas tree parties 
and dress in outlandish 
costumes and go from house 
to house on goodies- 
collecting expeditions. 

St. Lucia Day on 
December 13 is generally 
regarded as the harbinger of 
the Christmas season in 
Sweden and January 13 
traditionally marks the end. 
In the St. Lucia festival, old 
and new blend harmoniously. 
Lucia was a martyred 
Christian maiden who later 
became a favorite of the 
Vikings because of the day 
of her martyrdom signaled 
the coming of lighter days 
under the old Julian 
calendar. To celebrate the 
day, families are awakened 
in the dark morning by the 
eldest daughter who is 
attired in a white flowing 
gown and a crown of lighted 
candles. She sings a song 
called Santa Lucia and 
serves coffee and newly 
baked Lucia buns. The 
ceremony is later repeated 
in offices, hospitals, 
schools, etc. 

December 24 and 
Christmas Day, however, 
connote the high point of 
the season. The Christmas 
Eve dinner, strictly a family 
affair, begins with smorgas¬ 
bord, followed by cod fish 
and ham as the main courses. 
Rice porridge ends the meal 
and is followed by the handing 
out of gifts. 

Predawn religious serv¬ 
ices, “Julotta”, are observed 
throughout Sweden on 
Christmas Day which there¬ 
after is a day of rest. The 
season officially ends on 
January 13 with the “dancing 
out of Christmas” which for 
the young means the 
plundering of the tree and 
a final party when each 
participant receives a bag 
of goodies. 

So, as the Danes say: 
“Glaedelig Jul”; the Finns: 
“HyvSa Joulua”; the Nor¬ 
wegians and the Swedes: 
“God Jul”. □

Quick and easy Finnish 
prune tarts for Christmas. 
1/2 pint whipping cream 
6 1/2 dl. (3 cups) white flour 
1/2 tsp. baking powder 
400 gr. (1 lb. less 2 tblsp.) 
butter 

Mix flour and baking 
powdejr in a bowl, then add 
the cream and lastly, the 
butter, mixing it well with 
a fork or using your fingers 
into a nice smooth dough. 
Let it cool well in the 
refrigerator while you make 
the filling. 

Filling 

1 lb. dried prunes (remove 
the pits) 

1 cup sugar (or less) 
lemon juice 

Let the prunes soak a 
short while and then cook 
them into a puree. Let the 
puree cool well before filling 
the tarts. 

After making the tarts 
in your own favorite shapes, 
place them on ungreased 
cookie sheets, which should 
be kept in the refrigerator 
again fora short time before 
baking. 

Brush with egg yolk and 
bake in a very hot oven, 
about 450° till golden in 
color.

The tree 
had been put up and decorated 
and now it was lit, using the 
leftovers from last year’s 
candles. And, as was the 
tradition in their home, 
father read the Christmas 
Gospel, with several inter¬ 
ruptions from the twins. And 
even though Harry had a bad 
cough, and Bert had a runny 
nose, they still sang a few 
Christmas carols, but the 
excitement was missing. 
Maybe what bothered the 
boys the most was the few 
small gifts that were under 
the tree. They could never 
remember them being that 
few, not that small. And 
after they had opened them 
all, including the special one 
from Uncle John, which was 
always saved until the very 
last, the boys looked at their 
meagre accumulation of 
practical gifts. There was 
a handkerchief from Den¬ 
mark, a pair of home-knit 
mitts and socks from mother 
and father, and from Uncle 
John, a tie-clip with their 
initials on it. Nice, but 
small. Looking at each other 
in disappointment their eyes 
welled up with tears; there 
wasn’t a single toy; not one 
fun thing at all. 

“If this is Christmas,” 
sniffed Bert, “1 don’t like 
it.” 


“I wish there would be 
no more Christmasses if 
this is all that we get,” 
sobbed Harry. 

“Come here', boys,” said 
their father as he motioned 
them to him. “Let me try 
to tell you what Christmas 
really is.” 

As the two wet eyed boys 
settled themselves on their 
father’s lap, he began to tell 
them what Christmas really 
meant. He told them of 
all the gifts that they had 
received through all their 
young years — health, 
strength, strong bodies, good 
minds. He reminded them 
that though times were hard 
right now, they had always 
had enough to eat. Not always 
white bread, but then, brown 
bread was better for you, 
anyway. And he reminded 
them further that they had 
a warm home, and parents 
who loved them and cared 
about them.

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FORT SMITH 

The town of Fort Smith 
has a population of about 
2,700 people, a great many 
of them are of German 
origin, and the town is named 
after Donald Alexander 
Smith, Resident Governor. 

Also, the town owes its 
existence to the fact that 
there are four sets of rapids 
on the Slave River, right 
by the town is the worst one 
called Rapids Of The 
Drowned. People had to get 
off the river and travel by 
land in the rapids area, so 
the Hudsons Bay Company 
established a trading post 
at the north end ofthe rapids 
in 1874. 

By jet, Fort Smith is 
only about an hour from 
Edmonton, and it is also 
connected with the Mac¬ 
kenzie Highway. However, 
we travelled by propeller 
plane and took three hours to 
get there. This made our 
schedule pretty tight, as 
among others, Honorable 
Horst Schmid had to be back 
in Edmonton next afternoon. 
This, combined with bad 
weather in the morning, 
didn’t give the sports 
enthusiasts too much time to 
go fishing, but even so, one 
of the lady Schuhplattler 
caught a rainbow trout to 
take home to prepare for 
the Sunday night supper. 

This is great country for 
hunting and fishing, and we 
all said we would like to 
go back and spend more time 
at Fort Smith. The 
hospitality of the people 
there was excellent. Many 
people also had the im¬ 
pression that we had just 
arrived from Bavaria. One 
young man came to me, shook 
hands and said: “Welcome 
to Canada,” even though 1 
probably arrived here before 
he was born. 

Personally, I am afraid 
of the north, or at least, I 
have a great respect for it, 
and I believe most Scan¬ 
dinavians have the same 
point of view. In old Norse 
mythology, Niflheim, the 
abode of the dea_d, is 
described as a cold and damp 
place, and that might prove 
that the old Northmen were 
more afraid of cold than heat. 

Someone said there are 
far more men than women 
in places like Fort Smith, 
but it is my advice to single 
girls to go there first and 
look around, and don’t rush. 

I was also told that if 
you stay long enough in the 
north country you will not 
be able to like it anywhere 
else, so that even if you 
move south, you will always 
long for the serenity and 
the unpolluted life up north. 
A man told me he had been 
all over Canada, but the 
most beautiful spot he had 
seen was a lake a few miles 
from Fort Smith. 

In conclusion, I will say 
that Fort Smith is mainly 
a government town with 
several Government of

CHAPTER VIII 

THE NEW AGE 
And I will give them one 
heart, and put a new 
spirit within them . . . 
(Ezekiel 11:19) 

The new age of the WC 
District of the UELC was 
ushered in by: placing a 
full time pastor in the first 
all-English Home Mission 
parish of Chancellor-Huss¬ 
ar-Makepeace; (1) changing 
the name of Kirken og 
Hjemmet to Church and 
Home, and giving the English 
language content equal space 
with the Danish;(2) the 1948 
District convention re¬ 
commendation . . that 
all reports be brought to 
the convention in the English 
language;” (3) statement of 
the Ways and Means Comm¬ 
ittee, that it “was of the opin¬ 
ion that the Winnipeg- 
Ostenfeld parish had reached 
the stage where it should 
welcome all nationalities 
into membership and fellow¬ 
ship.” (4) 

The general attitude of 
this new age of Canadian 
Lutheranism in the District 
is reflected in the presi¬ 
dent’s report to the Synodical 
convention in 1948: 

Co-operation among 
the Lutherans is much in 
evidence. Christian 
fellowship is enriched 
by pastors and people of 
the Danish Lutheran 
Church (AELC), of the 
Danish Church in For¬ 
eign Lands (DKU), and 
of other Lutheran Syn¬ 
ods. We meet at district 
conventions, at Sylvan 
Lake Bible Camp, at the 
Canadian Lut heran Bib-

Canada Administrative 
Branch offices, and the main 
schools for the area are 
there.

le Institute, and in the 
work of the Bethany 
Home for the Aged. 
During a pastoral vac¬ 
ancy we call upon each 
other for supply ser¬ 
vices. The day is antic¬ 
ipated when the Can¬ 
adian Lutheran Council 
be established and 
become a vital factor 
for the good of the people 
of the Lutheran faith 
scattered throughout the 
Dominion. (5) 

However, there were also 
problems in this transition 
from Danish to Canadian 
emphasis. The District 
president cites three in 
particular: 1. how to 

properly divide the language 
content of the Church and 
Home; 2. what steps to take 
in providing secondary 
education for children of,the 
District; 3. how to get 
enough men for the min¬ 
istry. (6) 

In regard to the last 
mentioned problem the 
District president (himself 
a U.S. citizen) says: 

...our congregations 
are sincerely grateful 
for the pastors who have 
come from Denmark or 
from the States to 
minister to the spiritual 
needs. But the feeling 
is general: they are 
here on a prolonged 
visit; they are not here 
to stay. Men for the 
ministry must arise 
from our own midst in 
order to render the best 
service ... To find the 
young men, to train the 
young men, to retain the 
young men, that is the 
problem ... (7) 

The problem of too few 
pastors for the increasing 
mission potentialities was 
one which the WC District 
had to wrestle with for the 
duration of its existence. 
In 1951 the District president 
states that “The greatest 
burden on our hearts with 
regard to Home Mission 
work in Canada is the want 
of younger pastors who will 
venture into Home Mission 
work.” (8) 

To add further to the 
burden of the pastor shortage 
immigrants began once again 
to pour into Canada. (9) The 
WC District felt it was re¬ 
sponsible for the spiritual 
welfare of these new 
Canadians, especially those 
with Lutheran back¬ 
grounds. (10) At the 1951 
District convention a reso¬ 
lution was adopted to begin 
a special immigration serv- 
ice in Winnipeg , (ll)and ear-

marked $100 to support this 
work. (12) The work in 
Winnipeg was carried on by 
Mrs. A. Rasmussen, who 
had been appointed by the 
District Board. (13) 

Other movements were 
also activated in this new 
age. As early as 1950: 

. . . Rev. H. Kroeger 
of Yellow Grass, Sask., 
brought greetings from 
the American Lutheran 
Church (to the WC 
District convention). He 
reported on the pro¬ 
gress in the ALC toward 
the union with our Synod 
and with the ELC Synod. 
The report was very 
favorable. (14) 

This report was the first 
of many, which eventaully 
led to the formation of the 
Evangelical Lutheran 

Church of Canada, Canadian 
section of The American 
Lutheran Church, on January 
1, 1961. 

Another forward step 
taken by the WC District in 
1950 was the opening of a 
second Old Folks Home. The 
president reports: 

. . . The Lutheran 
Welfare Association of 
the District has opened 
an additional Home at 
Wayne, Alta., known as 
the Bethel Home. (Cal¬ 
gary Home was Beth¬ 
any.) A vacant miner’s 
hospital, a good stucco 
building, was donated 
for that purpose by a 
Miner’s Union. The 
Home was opened Nov¬ 
ember 11, 1950, and has 
now about 15 guests 
registered. (15) 

Although the Home in 
Wayne ceased to operate in 
1957,(16) I can verify from 
my personal associations 
with this Home that it served 
its purpose well. 

The new age did bring 
to the WC District the recog¬ 
nition of a fully capable 
governing branch of the 
Lutheran Church. It is with 
no small amount of satis¬ 
faction that the District 
president could report to 
the 1952 Synodical con¬ 
vention that: 

The City of Red Deer 
afforded a new opening 
for us in home mission 
work. Eleven families 
petitioned us to start a 
work there with a view 
to establishing a Luth¬ 
eran Church to serve the 
Lutherans of the city and 
surrounding district. 
(17) 

On December 14, 1952, 
Trinity United Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Red Deer 
was organized, with 85

baptized and 51 confirmed 
members. (18) The following 
year it was accepted into the 
Synod.(19) 

Although two new congre¬ 
gations had already been es¬ 
tablished in the WC District 
in the new age, the main 
thrust was on inter- 
synodical co-operation. 
This is seen when: 

A Canadian Lutheran 
Council was organized 
at Winnipeg on Dec¬ 
ember 4, 1952, at a 

meeting of 17 councill¬ 
ors (sic) representing 
six participating syn¬ 
odical groups. Rev. W. 

A. Mahlenbacker 

(ULCA) has been called 
as Executive Secretary 
and will establish the 
Canadian Lutheran 
Council office at Winni¬ 
peg on May 1st. 

Lutherans in Canada 
firmly believe that the 
day of opportunity for 
Canadian Lutheranism 
has dawned. (20) 

There was no longer 
extant the attitude that the 
UELC was for Danes only, 
or that only Danes could be 
worthy Lutherans. The new 
age seems to have brought 
with it a healthier and wider 
view that the WC District 
should strive to find the 
most practical means to 
bring the Gospel of Christ 
to all Canadians. This 
attitude is witnessed by the 
following resolution adopted 
at the 1952 District convent¬ 
ion: 

We recommend the 
Pass Lake congregation 
in accordance with its 
own wishes, be given the 
right to transfer itself 
to the Minnesota Dis¬ 
trict, because of its 
nearness to that district 
and the better possibil¬ 
ities for Pass Lake to 
receive more adequate 
pastoral help. (21) 
However, it must not be 
thought that the spiritual 
welfare of the Danes was 
neglected. In 1953 the 
District subsidy for immi¬ 
gration work in Winnipeg was 
increased to $180.(22) Work

was also begun to serve 
the immigrants who had 
come to Calgary. (23) In 
1954, $250 was allocated for 
the work there. (24) The 
following year the aid was 
increased to $1,000,(25) and 
facilities were provided by 
Sharon Lutheran in Cal¬ 
gary. (26) The pastoral 
service to the immigrants 
in Calgary was conducted 
by semi-retired pastors of 
the area until 1957.(27) In 
that same year a call was 
sent to Pastor Julius 
Hougaard in Denmark. The 
call stipulated that he was 
to be associate pastor at 
Sharon with a salary of 
$4,000 per year, plus free 
house. (28) He continued in 
this capacity until his resig¬ 
nation in May of 1959.(29) 

Although this service to 
immigrants in Calgary was 
relatively short-lived, it was 
no doubt a necessary out¬ 
reach. The 1957 statistics 
reveal that 282,000 people 
immigrated to Canada in that 
year alone. Of this total, 
41,213 were Lutherans. By 
nationalities they were: 
28,513 Germans, 7,780 
Danes, 2,811 Finns, 1,321 
Norwegians, and 788 Swedes.

Despite the influx of 
immigrants and the forth¬ 
coming merger, the bright¬ 
est star on the horizon was 
the dream of an indigenous 
Canadian Lutheran Church. 
One of- the early meetings 
in this regard was held in 
Saskatoon in December of 
1954. It was called a “Today 
and Tomorrow Conference”.

use its influence toward an 
All Canadian Lutheran 
Church.” (32) In 1957 two 
delegates were appointed to 
represent the WC District 
at “Conversations” to be held 
in Regina, with the view of 
forming a Canadian Lutheran 
Church. (33). The interest 
shown in this endeavor was 
continued by the WC District 
until the merger in 1961. 
But due to the fact that the 
merger with the ALCandthe 
ELC was more imminent 
than an All Canadian 
Lutheran Church: 

... it was decided 
that no official negot¬ 
iations toward a Can¬ 
adian Lutheran Church 
should be entered upon 
until the present merger 
movements of Synods be 
consummated. How¬ 
ever, doctrinal dis¬ 
cussions looking toward 
altar and pulpit fellow¬ 
ship between all Luth¬ 
erans in Canada are to 
be continued. (34) 

These discussions con¬ 
cerning the hoped-for Can¬ 
adian Lutheran Church did 
not blind the District to its 
present responsibilities. 
The Lutheran Welfare' 
Association opened a new 
$200,000, 41-bed hospital for 
the chronically ill inCalgary 
in 1956; (35) the District con¬ 
tributed to the Lutheran 
Students’ Foundation of 
Alberta;(36) and it also 
became involved in the joint 
Theological Seminary at 
Saskatoon.(37) It also con¬ 
tributed 129% of its 
designated quota to Canadian 
Lutheran World Action. (38) 

In 1959 the District pres¬ 
ident reported that “Our 
English issue of Church and 
Home has now merged with 
the Canadian ELC paper. 
The Shepherd.”(39) 

And thus the new age of 
the WC District drew to a 
close. The period from 
1947 to 1961 was an era in 
which the WC District had 
endeavored to integrate 
itself into the Canadian 
scene. I believe it 

succeeded. And I can think 
of no more fitting conclusion 
to this.account of its short 
history than the following 
excerpt from the District 
president’s report to the 
closing convention held at 
Redvers, Sask., Julv, 1960: 
(40) 

It gives one a 
peculiar feeling to write 
the last report for the 
WC District. We have 
enjoyed our cozy little 
circle at Conventions 
for these many years, 
where we know every¬ 
one, and that has been 
pleasant. And yet we 
believe God has led us 
to the wider outlook 
which we will have in 
The ALC and the new 
Canada District, the

ELCC. Here we will 
soon make new and more 
friends and discover a 
wider field of service 
for our Lord. 

As we look back over 
the years of the exist¬ 
ence of our district, and 
our Canadian churches, 
some of which belonged 
to the North Dakota- 
Montana District before 
the formation of our 
District in 1927, we feel 
a deep gratitude to God 
and His Church. The 
testimony of Samuel 
comes to mind, “Hither¬ 
to the Lord has helped 
us.” We are deeply 
grateful to God who 
called the pioneers, lay¬ 
men and pastors^ to 
come to the woodlands 
and plains of Western 
Canada, not only to build 
homes, but also the 
Church of Christ. Today 
we pay tribute to these 
stalwart, adventure¬ 
some champions of the 
faith. (41)
